strongly advocated. It isadvised thal beer 
or spirits are not drunk until sftor sunset, 
and, it is said, that alcohol is ,quite 
unnecessary in health. That drinking is 
largely a habit und the more you drink the 
moro you want.

A DAY. UNIQUE IN BRITISH 
NAVAL HISTORY, 


Engineering says that Tuesday next (Sth 
March) will bo a day unique in British 


totalling 51,909 tons displacement, with 
engines whose collective power is 88,000 
indicated herse-power, will be launched 
from tho Roysl Dockyards, the four prin 


cipal establistinents each floating one ship. 
Last week three similarly large vessels 
were lannelied---one on the Tyne, and two 
on the Clyde; ad on March 21, another 
buttleship wll ba lnunchod from the Thumes 
Iron Works so that in four weeks wo will 
have Inunched for the British Navy four 
armoureil ertisers, making up 106,000 tons 
and 175,000 indicated horse-power. This, 
however, must nul beaceepted as an average, | 
foreven thenaval enthusiast would not relish 
the disbursement of the money which sucha 


each ton of the ships mentioned, taken in 
fighting trim, represents quite £75, and 
tho eight vessels will thus ukimately repro- 
sent about 74 millions sterling of the nation's 
money paid for insuring the permanence of 
peace. The four battleships included all 
belong to tho same class as the Russell, 
launched -by Palmers’ sume days ago, of 
14,000 tons, with engines of 18,00 indicat- 
ed horse-power to give 19 knots, the highest 
speed yet got with Lartleships. The Albe- 
mate ig to be launched on Tuesday at 
Chatham, and the Afontagt at Devonport ; 
while on March 21 the Duncan will be float- 
ed at Blackwall by the Thames Iron Works 
Company, who shave thé Corrwuilis, of 
tho samo class, in nn advanced stage. 
‘The sixth ship ia being built in Messrs 
Taird'’s dock at Tirkenbead, The 
four cruisers represent. three distinct types, 
The Racchante, of 12,000 tons and 21 knots 
speed, luunched' by Messrs John Brown 
and Co., Limited, Clydebank, on tho 21st 
ult., is tho fifthaf the Cressy claas to be 
floated ; tho last, the Hurycius, will follow 
in a weok or two from the. Vickers’ Works. 
The Good’ Hope, of 14,109 tona, and the 
greatest cruiser in the world, will steam 23 
knots, was launched from the Fairficld 
Company's Works, nlso on -the 2]st ult., 
and is the first of the Drake class: the 
protutype will follow from the Pembroke 
Dockyard on Tuesday ‘next; while the 
Kent, of 0800 tons and 23 knots speed, the 
first of ten vessels of this class, will bo 
Jaunched at Portsmouth also on Tuesday 
ueat.
